BOTH BASIC, Ray Parker, 
painter, and Phillip Pavla, sculp- 
tor, now exhibiting at tbs Wash- 
ington Gallary of Modern Art, 
bays very distinctive styles. 

Parker’s large canvases are 
typically a colorful combination 
of blotches, blurbs and Mobs. His 
blotch and streak technique Is 
occasionally varied by a tic- tack- 
toe pattern of squares. 

Pavla’s sculpture objectively 
resembles prismatic slabs of 
marble, juxtaposed to ana anoth- 
er. They are repeatedly chis- 
eled to reflect shades of light and 
shadow. As Pavla's sculpture 
has no front or back, Parker’s 
painting has no beginning or end. 

Neither artist's works repre- 
sent more than the basic natural 
reUttonshlps In which ooe may 
sense airtmletlo activity. At 
first glance, Pavla’s marble ap- 
pears very heavy, hot with more 
study, the viewer can experience 
the movement la his marble 
groupings. Furthermore, Pavia 
emphasises multl-dlmenslooal, 
outward movement. 

In contrast, Parker’s eolor 
absorbs the viewer Into the paint- 
ing. One becomes totally Involv- 
ed, drawn Into the vast expanses 
of unstructured odor. And It Is 
this subtle movement that Is the 
aim of both artists. 

Rep r esen t a ti ve of one of the 


latest schools of art, Parker re- 
duces ‘painting to Its essentials,* 
according to Gerald Nordland, 
author of the booklet ‘Ray Park- 
er.' Nordland states Parker’s 
philosophy of art In the sentence, 
■Color Is form and the subject 
of the artist Is painting itself.* 
Ultimately, Parker’s purpose Is 
‘to let the essence of color speak 
fbr Itself.* 

Pavla’s lumpy style receives 
Its justification from another 
booklet by Nordland. ‘Phillip 
Pavla* contains the artist's 
sta t e m en t that ‘sculpture was 
born from mountain stona. Sculp- 
ture should pass on this feeling 
of um mountain.* In Ui work, 
Pavla looks ‘for bouncing light 
In my sculptures which I feel Is 
related to abstract expresslco- 
lam. I compose with bouncing 
light, leading the eye from low 
an this side to high In the can- 
ter and set up counter move- 
ments moving across the sur- 
face. I work from one side, 
around the sculpture and finish 
by adjusting to the beginning.* 

The Washington Gallery of Mod- 
ern 1 Art, near 21st and P streets 
Is within walking distance from 
GW and Is free to students. The 
exhibition continues through De- 
cember. The gallery also offers 
a 12- month student membership 
for |7.50.

The gay, romantic 
musical concerns lbs attempts 
of two Oxford students to pass 
oft cos of their classmates as a 
benevolent, female chaperone In 
tbeir efforts to propose to two 
beautiful young ladles. 

Director David Kleserman, fol- 
lowing a 19th Century play pro- 
duction practice, has selected ten 
popular songs from the Victorian 
period and Incorporated them Into 
the play making ‘Charley’s Aunt* 
the kind of musical It was In the 
19th Century. 

There Is also a section of dance 
Included In the musical. Choreo- 
graphed by Nancy Johnson, the 
section will be danced by mem- 
bers of Dance Production Groups.

Includes Laura Campbell, Winner 
of last year’s $1000 drama prise
